There were only minor incidents 
of rock throwing late Thursday and 
two reports of trash fires in the 15- 


squareblock area adjacent to the 
I niversity of California. 


The dusk to dawn curfew was 
relaxed earlier in the day to 11 p.m. 
except in a two-squareblock are 
encompassing Perfect Park and the — 
hard-hit branch ot 
the Bank of 
America. 
About 100 deputies and highway 
patrolmen 
moved 
into 
the area 
shortly before the curfew and sealed 
it oti. Up to 600 students gathered on 
the outskirts of the line of otficers 
but there was no violence.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Bruce McLaren had a simple 
formula for success. He would become a racing driver, not 
as an end in itself but as a means to establish a major and 
financially gratifying position in what he believed would 
become a prominent spectator sport. 
He hardly looked the part. He was quiet, eager, alert 
and typical of the new breed of serious young men inter­ 
ested in building viable business organizations. In a busi­ 
ness suit, he could have been a stockbroker or a lawyer. 
But he was a racing driver, and this made him different. 
He was, perhaps, more interested in building the cars he 
drove than driving the cars he built. But he did both, and 
well. In three years, he and his teammate, Denis Hulme, 
collected more than $1 million in prize money. 
Bruce McLaren was killed the other day in a sports 
racing car he had designed for the Canadian-American 
Challenge series. He was 32 years old and had been racing 
cars for 12 years without serious injury. 
Bruce, being a cautious, careful man, was always well- 
aware of the risks. He crashed at Goodwood, England, at 
180 miles an hour when his MD8 race car spun out of con­ 
trol. There was probably not much he could do about it. 
Author Peter Manso once asked McLaren what happens 
at the moment the driver realizes something is out of the 
ordinary. “ You are thinking very clearly.” McLaren re­ 
plied, “and doing a lot of things in a very short space of 
time to endeavor to minimize the accident. 
In the event oi, say, a wheel coming off and having no 
control, then obviously you’re apprehensive but you’re not 
trozen. You re still in complete control of yourself. You’ve 
got your head down, you’re bracing yourself against 
whichever way the car is going to hit whatever it is going 
to hit. You know, you’re ultra alert even though vou're 
probably nervous.” 
Bruce McLaren knew the risks and he could discuss 
them objectively, in a matter-of-fact, what-the-hell kind of 
way. He was oblivious to the glamor attached to the

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Shock hit first, followed befuddle- 
ment, outrage and anger, in very rapid order. Alderman 
Clarence M. Miller recently asked the Milwaukee Common 
Council to approve an ordinance which would provide a 
$500 fine or 90 days in jail for anyone caught shooting bas­ 
kets at an outdoor hoop in an alley. 
If it comes to pass, it would be the most popular law 
since England taxed our tea. And now, in that town of 
gemuetlichkeit, the burghers are incensed, as if someone 
requested to destroy their beer taps. 
Letters poured in to Alderman Miller. One, tear-stained, 
from a very young lass, implored that the ordinance not 
be passed because playing in the alley was a favorite date 
with her boy friend. 
Indignation was especially rampant among fathers. Since 
the Milwaukee Bucks came to town two years ago as an ex­ 
pansion team, and primarily since last season when the 
Bucks paid $1.4 million for elongated center Lew Alcindor, 
basketball enthusiasm has flourished. 
“Now,” said Miller, “ Every father has his son out play­ 
ing basketball because he feels that if Lew can get all that 
money, so can his son. And last Christmas, basketballs and 
hoops were very popular gifts. 
“ All our alleys are lighted now. And since we don’t have 
enough adequate playground space for all those who want 
to play, alleys have become necessary places to hook up a 
backboard and basket.” 
But complaints, particularly from elderly citizens, began 
streaming across the alderman’s desk: the thump of the 
ball kept many awake; one woman grumbled that as soon 
as she replaced one $16 window in her garage, it was shat- 
tred again by a wayward pass. Another bemoaned the 
trampling of freshly planted flower beds. 
And kids were playing into all hours of the night. There 
was even a group of teen-agers who, upon finishing their 
late rounds of delivering pizzas, assembled for a hot game 
of hoops, attendant with cries of foul and assorted whoops, 
at 3 a.m.! Neighbors woke with a start and thought World 
War III was erupting in their kitchens. 
Police were called, “ But,” said Miller, “ officers have 
boys, too. And they were often out shooting baskets with 
them.” 
Miller explained emphatically that he likes basketball as 
well as the next nut and did not intend an outright ban. 
His sole purpose was to get an all-out ruling, once and for 
all. on exactly how long into the night the boom-boom of a 
basketball will be tolerated. 
He added that even Alcindor must have played basketball 
on an alley hoop. And so have most of the rest of us. In the 
warm evening air. there is nothing so delicious as the feel­ 
ing of a ball on one’s fingertips, and the salty taste of 
sweat on one’s lips, and sinking a basket to the rattle of the 
rim. 
(And even on wintry evenings, there is something almost 
mystical under the white of stars and snowflakes and 
heaving a shot with gloved hand against the wet dull of the 
backboards.)

Pay-TV shackled 


In the early days of the automobile, there were laws re­ 
quiring horseless carriages to be preceded by someone 
walking with a lantern and sounding a warning to alert 
the countryside to the onrushing infernal machine. 
Fortunately for the automobile industry, blacksmith 
interests were not strong enough to keep such laws en­ 
forced. In our own time, however, tacks have been strewn 
and booby traps planted for some 20 years in the path 
of another innovation—pay-TV. 
Pay-TV, or more accurately, subscription television 
(STV) would permit subscribers to receive Broadway 
plays, late-issue movies, sports events and other programs 
not broadcast over conventional television by virtue of a 
signal-unscrambling device attached to their sets. 
Tried on an experimental basis in New Haven for a 
number of years, subscription television finally received 
a go-ahead on a nationwide basis from the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission, after hurdling a seemingly end­ 
less series of legislative and legal obstacles leading all the 
way to the Supreme Court. 
But now, realizing that they can’t ban STV outright, op­ 
ponents are trying to hedge it in with so many restrictions 


that no entrepreneur in his right mind would try to start a 
subscription television station

In other words, STV would be prohibited from doing that 
which it is designed to do best—present lengthv movies or 
sports events in their entirety without interruption; and 
would be torced to depend upon subscription fees for its 
entire income, in turn forcing subscribers to subsidize pro­ 
gram s they may not want to watch. 
About the only thing missing is a requirement for a man 
carrying a lantern. 
This bill should be killed forthwith and progress be 
allowed to proceed unimpeded.

war seem to be to put m axim um 
pressure on Nixon et al abruptly to 
pull out of Asia, and the tactics are 
not working.

one wonders that they continue to 
behave as they do. 
Or are we coming to the kernel of 
the question? Could it be that there 
is in the picture a strong streak of 
psychological m asochism 
That is 
to say, that the student m ilitants 
begin by insisting that we live in a

m ilitary-industrial complex, against 
whose 
m achinations 
we are all 
helpless: 
and then proceed with

And now, 
vc begin to see a little light at the 
end of the tunnel in Cambodia, isn't 
it likely that the frustrations of the 


dissenters will increase rather than 
decrease ? That is to say, as they are 
proved wrong, if indeed that is the 
grateful surprise that history has in 
store for us, won t they get even 
angrier at Nixon for proving them 
wrong. 
When one speaks about good- 
humored 
opposition, 
one 
speaks 
about something m ore than the 
disposition to be graceful when one 
loses, or is caught up in error. It has 
to do with an essential philosophical 
composure, with the true process of 
socialization: and, of course, with 
participatory 
dem ocracy 
as

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
D em ocratic 
leaders 
straining 
hard for ways to cripple President 
Nixon in 1970 and beyond m ay be 
getting 
out 
on 
some 
perilously 
creaky limbs. 
They are developing a greedy 
penchant for pronouncing failure 
before it is failure, for broad - stroke 
forecasts of perm anently widened 
war, economic troubles approaching 
the disaster of depression, gaps that 
surely m ust run to the e a rth 's core. 
They had better watch out, in the 
interest of their own skins. 
The P resident's difficulties are 
real 
enough 
as everybody 
with 
enlarged TV eyeballs can tell. But 
some of them might ease oft a good 
deal before the fall elections, and 
m ore than a few of the crisis-criers 
could wind up looking like fools. Not 
to mention losing their shirts in 
some key elections. 
Nobody really knows, ot course, 
how our Cambodian enterprise will 
finally shake down. But if organized 
U.S. com bat units are out of there 
before June ends and the net of it

It is common in this town today to 
suggest that Nison, by venturing 
over

border,

indefinitely become entrapped by a 
combination of his own generals and 
the unpredictable Saigon m ilitary 
adventurers in Cambodia 
Yet he has already had some good 
fortune in portraying the U.S. move 
as a successful sm ashing of Red 
sanctuaries. And the P resident's 
eager 
adversaries cannot

dism iss the idea, w ar being the 
uncertain thing it is, that Nixon s 
portrait of the Cambodian affair 
m av Drove real. 
Futherm ore, 
though 
the South 
Vietnam ese persistently exhibit the

D em ocrat can really be sure that 
the final result of Saigon's m ilitary
